EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1-25 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A fiber-coupled optical component package comprising a housing comprising a 
substrate having an optical component mount aperture formed therein and a 
substantially planar fiber mount region adjacent to the optical component aperture , 
wherein the fiber mount region is configured to mount the optical fiber directly to 
the substrate, as recited in claims 1 and 9, has not been anticipated or rendered 
obvious by any prior art of record. 

Claim 18 is allowed for reciting a method for forming a fiber-coupled optical 
component package similar to claims 1 and/or 9. 

Claims 2 is allowed for reciting a fiber-coupled optical component housing 
substantially similar to claim 1, further reciting a metallic fiber mount pad being 
configured to secure the optical fiber to the substrate with a metallic solder. 

Claims 21 is allowed for reciting a method for forming fiber-coupled optical 
component package substantially similar to the method of claim 18, further reciting a 
metallic fiber mount pad being configured to secure the optical fiber to the substrate with 
a metallic solder. 

Claims 3-8, 10-17, 19, 20 and 22-25 are also allowed because of their 
dependencies, either directly or indirectly, upon claims 1 , 2, 9, 1 8 or 21 .
